The classified list of accessions which follows is a new departure in the 
history of the Library catalogue. It may be said that a good wine needs no 
bush, and that a good scheme of classification should explain itself. We 
shall be glad to hear from our readers how far our own appears to them to 
stand this test. 


We may, however, point out that we have deliberately departed, in many 
points, from such well-known schemes as Dewey’s, in an attempt to arrive at 
a scheme which shall fit more nearly the special scope and purpose of the 
Library. 


As befits a library which is primarily theological, the section “ Religion” 
has been more closely classified and sub-divided than the subsidiary sections, 
Dewey’s Classes 5, Natural Science and 6, Useful Arts disappear alto 
gether ; not because books in these classes are never added to the Library 
but because, when added, it is almost invariably in view of their bearin 
upon other subjects which come more particularly within the scope of th 
Library, and with which they are therefore more appropriately classed.
